■iiiE  liKUGioirs  iNTKiu-.Ti  oK  TiiK  SCOTTISH  ScTTLERS  IN  BRITISH  .\oRTH  AMERICA,  requesting  them  "to 
select  fiom  amongst  the  Preacher,  oi'  tlie  Church  of  Scotland  a  properly  qualified  Missionary  and  smd  him  out  to 
Cunada,  to  be  under  tlie  (hrectioii  ol  tlie  Committee— th«  Committee  engaging  to  raise  for  the  Missionary  a  salarr 
of  XliUO  turrtr,cy,  and  leave  him  to  pay  his  travelling  expenses.  The  Committee  also,  both  in  that  and  other 
lelleis,  iirj;.  d  the  Society  to  ^elMi  t mli  .,  Missionary  or  Missionaries  of  their  own.  Respectful  letters  were  also 
»ei.ttolbe  Kdinbl'kgh  LSka.nlh  t!  ii!K  Glasgow  Sociltv,  and  toihu  Societv  in  Scotland  fob  Propagatino 
Chhistian  KNowLi-  DCf,  rcquestii:s  ill  behalf  of  the  Committee  their  aid  and  co-operation.  From  the  two  last 
Societies  no  answer  h:is  been  .ecejved.  The  Glasgow  Society  complied  with  the  request  of  the  Committee  as  to 
belectmg  a  Mission.uy.  And  :,:r,  Matthew  Miller,  a  licentiate  of  the  IVesbytery  of  Glasgow— th«  object  of  their 
choice  HI  rived  m  Quebec  lu  the  beginning  of  May  last;  his  expenses  having  been  kindly  defrayed  by  the  Society 
Mr.  Miller  eomnu  need  his  AlisLi:c;;ary  labours  in  the  Upper  Province  in  the  beginning  of  June;  and  Sis  joumaj 
which  lias  Lceii  submitted  to  the  Comraiitee,  affords  ample  indication  of  his  zeal  in  preaching  the  Gospel  and  bit 
indefutisable  iaboLTs  in  h:s  Missienary  travels.  These  have  extended  throughout  several  townshipg  conti'euous  to 
1  onge  areet,  in  the  Home  i);.t;;et,  and  considerable  portions  of  the  Newcastle,  Midland  and  Bathurst  Districts 
And  Mr.  31iller  is  iinw  alxiui  tu  (.loeeed  to  the  Western  and  London  Districts,  there  to  remain  until  February  lit 
\SM,  whrn  new  in^lniet.oi.s  wlil  bo  sent  to  him.  The  f:i.nds  of  the  mission  will  readily  acknowledge  the  Lord'. 
goodness  in  pieserviiiii;  Mr.  Jli.itr  in  nil  his  journeyiuj;s  during  a  pestilential  season  not  soon  to  be  fnrgotten  in 
(.an«da,  and  in  «l.ie!i,  inoie  iin.n  one  Missionary  of  other  denomin.uions  fell  before  they  had  entered  on  their 
lebours.  And  il  i>  but  due  lo  li.e  Glasgow  Society  who  selected  Mr.  Miller,  and  to  Mr.  Miller  himself  to  say  that 
Ills  pleaching  hus  b.  .•„  |„;.|ily  acceptable  to  all  classes  of  the  people  amongst  whom  he  has  been  scjomnini  and 
his  piesenee  in  niui.y  pl-ices  ha^  drawn  forth  a  kind  of  thirsting  for  the  word  of  life,  which  his  transient  visits  hav« 
been  very  farli.Mii  satisiyin;:.  He  has  been  invited  to  i=eltle  in  several  places  as  a  settled  Pastor  which  for  thu 
piennt  however  he  has  declined  doing  In  some  places  where  he  h^  preaclied  the  settlers  have  scarcely  ever 
heflrd  a  serwoti  since  they  settled  in  the  forests,  and  had  nev  er  been  visited  bv  a  Preacher  of  the  Church  of  Scotland 
i  ht  1  n  cise  eflcct  cf  air.  ,N  i.ler's  extensive  itinerancy  it  is  impossible  lo  eslimnte— it  cannot  however  bo  conteml 
jlited  without  hope  atd  joy,  seeius  that  it  is  a  law  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  th»i  Hi,  word  shall  not  return  unto  him 
void,  butshtill  produce  liuit  unto  His  own  glory  and  pMi,ie.

On  Tij<'*,Uy  the  19th  June,  w!i;n  I  fii-:!  prea';h'-d  at  V——.  t!i?rs  wm.-  h.^tAven  70  aii.l  SO  penonn 
prenent  who  lintc-ued  with  much  attention,  and  I  hope  were  in  »u'.:r-  il-r.Le  imprc  ■<!  with  what  tht-j-  heard.  I 
jirf-iclied  from  Eph.  U.  8.  I  give  out  that  I  shoulc!  p'ea?h  »;  ;  u  ;!i  •  .'  .a  v...^  ^..ujatli  forenoon,  and  went  fonr 
miles  up  into  the  bush  to  the  bouse  of  one  of  the  elde;i  with  who.-n  I  stayed  tilt  the  next  Saturday.  As  the  roadi 
were  deep  and  I  had  then  no  horse  I  could  not  make  much  progress  in  vifitinj;.  I  saw  however,  about  a  dozen 
fdmilies  m  Jitly  hisjhiauders  who  were  settled  at  intervals  through  the  bmh.  They  appe.ued  all  r:,ui:h  gratiTied  by 
my  visit,  and  declared  their  earnest  desire  that  a  minisier  mislit  be  settled  amonc;  them.  Oa  the  Saturdiy  ilie 
(aiders  expressed  a  wish  to  have  a  collection  made  io  aid  of  the  synod's  mission  fund  and  requested  me  tj  "its 
ifltimation  to  the  people  to  that  elT.icf. 

The  next  day  being  sabbath  the  ?4th  June,  I  preach:;dat  V accordinj;  to  intimation.     The  cmgre:»ation 

amounted  to  perhaps  2.'>0  persons.  I  preached  to  them  from  Heb.  IX.  27.  The  mnin  body  of  the  p;op!e  bch.ived 
with  great  decorum,  and  seemed  to  be  impressed  with  the  subject  which  I  endeavuiirad  to  pr'.-.'is  more  closely  liiin'i 
to  them  by  reminding  them  of  that  pestilential  d!s;-'ase  which  wa?  advancius  so  rapidly  to  their  own  do,ir<.  H-fore 
dismissing  the  cougregatioo  I  mentioned  my  intentio:io;'  preaching  there  at  the  sam^  time  o:i  t!ie  follokving  Sabbath. 
1  likewise  intimated  the  collection  far  the  SynoJ'i  fund,  explained  its  object  and  endeavoured  to  enforce  its  peeu- 
liarclainH  upou  them  for  suppirt. 

On  tills  day  I  was  introduced  to  two  perso  ii  from  thi  neighbouring  townships  of  K and  W ,  who 

hearing  that  1  was  to  preach  bad  come  over  the  evening  before.     Their  obji.'Ct  they  stat.'d  to  be  parllv  to  hear  sermon 

and  partly  to  see  whether  anv  arrangcmest  could  be    mide   between  their  townships  and  V by  which  they 

might  have  the  services  of  a  minister  belwc  ',  thecn-  They  mentioned  that  they  would  be  satislied  if  it  could  be 
no  otherwise  to   have   sermon  oacc  a  fortr-iii'it,  but  less  than  tint  they  said  they  would  not  have,  I  relerred  them  ' 

to  the  elders  of  V •,  and  in  the  meaa  time  inti  nated   thit  i  should  preach  at  \V on  the  following;  Thursday 

and  at  K         on  the  Friday." 

"  Next  day  I  preached  in  k  imall  methodist  chapel  at  W  to  between  thirty  or  fort?  prjoplo.     Sevcr.il 

methodists  were  present,  one,  an  old  grey-headed  man  was  pointed  out  to  me  wiio  alleged  that  he  iia  i  lived  tor 
the  last  seven  years  without  sin;  I  did  uot  know  this  till  afterwards  so  that  it  seemed  to  be  very  provideutial  that 
i  was  led  in  some  degree  out  of  my  course  to  refer  particularly  in  my  sermon  to  the  apoE''!e  PaaPi  account  of  the 
workings  of  indwelling  sin  in  his  o.vn  heart  given  in  the  7th  chap,  of  the  Romans. 

I  found  that  the  people  of  W— —  had  made  up  their  minds  to  have  if  possible  a  minister  from  the  church 
«f  Scotland.  Forty  acres  of  Ian  I  in  the  township  were  bequeathed  for  the  support  of  such  a  minister  by  a  Col.  ' 
<i— ,  deceased  some  years  ago.  I  lodged  in  the  house  of  one  of  his  sons  wl  .  informed  me  of  the  circumstance, 
and  also  mentioned  his  own  readiness  to  give  besides  for  the  sam  i  object,  as  much  land  as  would  be  sufficient  for  a 
manse,  and  for  the  pasture  of  a  horse,  cows,  !fc..  He  intimated  also  that  no  dilh^ulty  would  ue  made  about  raising 
8  house  for  a  minister.  At  N— — ,  5  miles  from  the  place  where  I  preashed,  I  m^t  several  respectable  people 
who  appeared  to  be  very  anxious  to  have  •  minister  of  the  church  of  Seotlaid.  There  are  but  few  Scotchmen  in, 
this  place  or  indeed  in  the  township  generally,  but  there  are  a  number  of  presbyterians  from  the  States,  and  likewise 
a  great  many  who  were  described  as  being  nothing  at  all,  but  who  it  is  thought  might  be  led  to  give  some  senous 

Attention  to  divine  tbi:igs,  were  a  pious  and  ztalous  presbyterian  pastor  settled  among  them.  The  people  of  W 

seem  to  be  like  sheep  that  have  lost  their  she|)herd  and  become  the  ready  prey  of  any  adventurer,  who  may  attempt 
to  inveigle  them.  AH  the  dilferenl  sorts  of  error  which  are  destroying  the  people  seem  to  find  harbc^r  i.i—  In 
addition  to  these  a  new  sect  has  sprung  up  among  themselves  called  — — — .  I  met  oni*  of  them  and  inquired  intu 
his  piinci|>h:%  hat  hfl  vaid  he  did  u'it  know  what  they  were.  A- person  Vith  whom  I  conversed  heard  tlif  sume 
ijuestioD  put  Io  their  founder  who  seemed  rather  puzzled  by  it,  and  after  a  piuse  the  only  answer  llial  i-oul!  be 
elicited  from  him  was  that  their  principU't  were  dericcd  from  their  practice.  Yet  such  is  the  state  of  ign  )r.iiu'"  ia 
which  a  large  part  of  the  population  is  sunk  'hat  even  »;«>ti  ■  prMtui>.Iur  a<i  ilils  finds  m»ny  followers,  ami  b-,,  Mre- 
ceeded  in  getting  a  place  of  meeti.ig.  What  pity  that  a  people  naturally  shrewd. and  intellige:)t  iu  cilier  matters 
ihould  be  permitted  to  live  in  so  great  ignorance  in  regnrd  to  spiritual  things. 

I  had  reason  to  believe  however,  that  there  is  a  spirit  stirring  among  the  better  part  of  the  comrnniiitv  whir"!, 
will  lead  them  to  make  some  exertions,  and  likewise  to  subscribe  their  money,  in  order  to  procure  for  tliuinselves 
one  wbo^iall  dispense  to  them  the  bread  and  water  of  life.  In  order  to  encourage  them  I  intimated  that  I  should' 
preach  at  N on  the  22d  of  July,  the  first  sabbath  thnti  had  disengaged." 

"  In  the  afternoon  I  went  through  the  woods  to  preach  inK .     The  school-house  was  filled  and  about  3i) 

prrMns  who  could  not  gain  admittance  sat  outside  close  by  an  open  window  at  which  I  stood.  However,  there  were 
only  about  150  persons  in  all.  But  it  reolly  was  an  interct^ling  sight  to  see  so  many  individuals  collected  together 
from  the  deep  recesses  of  the  forest  with  which  we  were  surrounded  on  all  sides  lor  the  purpose  of  hearing  those 
itlad  tiding*  which  had  become  almost  strange  to  their  ears.  I  felt  at  that  moment  as  if  there  was  more  real  preasure 
in  preaching  the  Gospel  to  these  solitary  tenants  of  the  wood,  even  after  riding  ten  milss  through  the  bush  in  order 
to  reach  them,  than  in  declaring  it  to  the  polished  audience  of  a  Scottish  mttropolis,  where  it  is  merely  necessary  to 
lake  the  trouble  of  walking  from  the  study  to  the  pulpit. 

The  following  day  I  spent  iu  visiting  the  people  of  K ,  and  I  could  not  but  remark  how  much  they 

seemed  to  be  cheered"by  suoh  attentiou  to  them.  I  found  .nany  of  them  with  their  very  worst  clothes  on,  and  truly 
they  were  r»gg«d  enough,  and  with  their  hands  and  face*  pretty  closely  resembling  those  of  chimney-sweeps  from 
the  operation  of  logging  for  which  the  season  was  favourable.  We  sat  down  together  just  as  they  were,  and  mv 
|>r6«enee  on  such  ao  errand  seemed  to  ret.al  their  native  lacd  very  vividly  to  their  recollection,  and  from  some  eyes 
I  saw  tears  beginning  to  start.  Among  other  persons  whom  I  visited,  was  a  man  who  had  been  described  to  me  as 
ajwofessi'd  unbeliever.  He  had  been  little  more  than  six  months  in  the  country,  and  like  many  iu  similar  circum- 
stances\v«»  expressing  his  regret  at  having  ever  left  his  native  land.  He  was  an  intelligent  man  who  had  read-, 
much,  and  I  lud  observed  him  an  attentive  listener  on  the  two  occasions  on  which  I  had  preached  at  K— .  Mir ; 
referred  to  one  of  my  discourses,  in  which  it  lay  in  my  way  to  advert  to  certain  kinds  of  (abb,ith  prHl'anation  which 
ure  uuhappijytoo  common  in  the  wood^,  and  began  totell  me  of  one  man  particularly  addicted  to  such  things,  who 
hy  mere  accident  had  been  present  to  hear  ray  discourse.  He  watched  this  man's  countenance,  he  said,  while  I  was 
speaking  of  certain  ways  in  which  the  sabbath  was  profaned,  aud  assured  me  that  he  ,'eejied  to  feel  a  good  deal 
uneasy.  He  mentioned  moreover,  that  this  same  man  had  a  daughter  who  died  of  a  cold  caught  in  assisting  her 
father  on  a  fishing  excursion  on  ssbbtth,  and  told  him  on  her  dtath  bed  that  if  he  continu'id  such  practices  he  would 
low.  more  of  his  children,  and  Ike  Kimself  would  be  burnt  in  everlasting  fire.  Finally  he  said,  the  man  persevered 
Ml  his  course  of  sabbath  profanation  and  lost  two  other  children  sooit.  after.  Having  heard  of  the  narrator's  princi- 
ples, (  Wissurprisedtohear  him  talk  in  thismmiiir,  but  it  seemed  as  if  he  felt  there  was  a  kindness  in  visiting  him 
ill  his  lonely  dwelling  in  the  woo  Is,  and  that  this  had  done  more  thau  the  most  skilful  reasoning  could  have  done  to 
Kivi!j»iw  •  favourable  feeling  towards  the  Uo»pel  aud  its  Ministers.  Jercciving  this,  I  did  not  think  it  expedient  to 
'ivi-jvaar^to  elicit  bb  j.-fitjcipic3  h-ai  thought  within  raysi-if  tusr.  here  atieut  v,is  one  proof  of  the  eiceiiuDcc  of 
\\)i-  S)uoii'«  pi. 11  of  sending  MiMioDiriei  to  visit  those  settlemeut>  (  at  art  (l:jt<iute  of  »  Gospel  Ministry.
